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NO HITCH AT HAVANA 


THE COMMISSIONERS ARE WAIT- 
ING FOR ADVICES FROM 
MADRID. 


STORIES OF TROUBLE NOT TRUE 


Sranish Officers Ask for Discharge 
and Hope to Enter the Services 
of the United States. 


HAVANA, Sept. 15.—The rumors to the 
effect that strained relations exist be- 
tween the Spanish commission and _ the 
United States-Cuban evacuation commis- 
sion are absolutely unfoundtd. There have 
been little incidents but no real hitches. 

For instance, when the United Stages 
transport Resolute with the American com- 
miesion on board arrived here on Saturday 
morning she did not fire a salute on enter- 
ing the harbor, but. later she fired the 
regulation salute when visited by the Brit- 
ish Consul, who has been acting for. the 
United States. This action was comment- 
ed upon at the palace, in consequence of 
which explanations were exchanged during 
the evening with the result that the Reso- 
lute on Monday morning flew the Spanish 


colors in honor of the birthday of the 
Princess of the Asturias, and at noon the 
same day, when the Spanish flagship Al- 
fonso XIII. fired a salute in honor of the 
royal birthday, it was answered by the 
Resolute. 

On Saturday morning, shortly after the 
arrival of the Resolute, a shell exploded in 
the ordnance park, killing two soldiers, The 
local newspapers were not allowed to pub- 
lish anything in connection with the inci- 
dent so as to avoid misinterpretation upon 
the part of sensational newspapers. 

The explosion was purely accidental. 

Another little incident. occurred on §Sun- 
day. When the United States Commission- 
ers arrived at the. Palace of the Colonial 
Government, where their first meeting took 
place, they were ushered into the State 
room, where on a table in the center were 
displayed maps of Spain and Cuba. The 
‘members of the commission and staff re- 
moved their swords and in so doing inad- 
vertently placed them over the map of Cu- 
ba. covering the whole length of the island. 
One of the Cuban attaches present noticed 
this, approached the table and quickly re- 
moved the arms. The incident, however, 
did not pass unobserved by the others 
present, who have since commented good 
naturedly on the occurrence. No impor- 
tance or significance is attached to either 
of these incidents by the officials here, The 
true reason for the delay in the meetings is 
the absence of instructions from Madrid, 
which, although announced as coming on 
the last mail steamer from Spain, did not 
arrive as expected. 

The Spanish steamer Alfonso XIII., which 
left Porto Rico for this port yesterday, is 
expected to have on board the instruc- 
tions from the Spanish Government. The 
reason that the first formal session of the 
commissioners took place on Sunday was 
the understanding that the commissioners 
must meet within 30 days efter signing the 
rotocol, which on the Monday would have 
een 31 days. ' 

The “meat ring’’ continues keeping the 
price of meat at from 50 to 6 cents per 
pound in spite of the protests and offers 
made by large and responsible firms to the 
Government offering to import cattle and 
place meat on the market at 25 cents per 
pound. 

Hundreds of Spanish officers have asked 
to be discharged from the army. They 
refuse to return to Spain. where starvation 
stares them in the face. Many of them 
have formed classes to study English, hop- 
ing to succeed in obtaining commissions 
in the United States Army, as soon as 
they are proficient in the language. 

It will be interesting to watch the course 
pursued by the host of counts and mar- 
quises, holding titles of nobility in Spain 
and here. The aristocracy of Cuba are ail 
Spanish grandees, holding Castilian titles, 
of which they are very proud, and which 
they will renounce with great reluctance. 
These grandees, who have been holding their 
titles for generations, formerly owning vast 
properties in the island, form the most rabid 
Cubanism here, They will be forced either to 
remain loyal Spanish subjects and continue 
enjoying the privilege.of rank and title, or 
relinquish all claims to this honor and be-

Alexander is taking rank with the George 


Susanka case as a mystery. 


All newspaper readersremember how little 


George Susanka dropped out of sight one 
afternoon 


in June, 1895, and was never 
found, Nobody ever formulated a theory 
that consisted with all the features of the 
Susanka case. It was a far more -myster- 
ious affair than the abduction of Charley 
Ross, for it was established that the Ross 
boy was stolen, while little Susanka disap- 
peared as suddenly and mysteriously as 
though the earth had swallowed him. 
James B. Alexander of Gallatin, Tenn., 


disappeared in much the same way. There 
was no reason that anyone knows for his 
Boing away. He had no troubles and ae 
came of a race in which suicide is extremely 
rare, 

“I think he must have become despond- 
ent,’ said ‘the clerk at Hotel Normandie, 
where young Alexander lived. 

The clerk’s idea was evidently that the 
young man had killed himself while in 
a& state of mental depression. Such cases 
are common in large cities. They are ex- 
tremely rare, however, among people of 
young Alexander's race and class. He be- 
longs to a good old family in Middle Ten- 
nessee, where suicide is almost unknown, 
except in the case of persons of foreign 
extraction. 

His uncle, Mr. P. H. Bryson, is con- 
fident that Mr, Alexander never would have 
taken his own life even if he had been in 
trouble. And so far from havéeng a cause 
for such an act he was as free from care 


as any young man could wish to be. At 


his home in Gallatin he-+was highly es- 
teemed; he had no entangling alliances, and 
he had all the money hg needed. There 
was absolutely no reason why he should 
have wished to @ie. 


The barkeeper at Hotel Normandie says 
Alexander was enamored of a woman liviag 


on Channing. avenue, 

“He asked me several times to go with 
him and see a girl,” said the barkeeper 
Thursday. “He said she lived on Chan- 
ning avenue, but never told ‘me tne num- 
ber. never went with him and I don't 


know that any one es6e did. 


“He was a sociabie young fellow, very 
liberal and easy to get acquainted with. 
He couldn’t stand liquor. Two glasses of 
beer would make him drunk. . Une night 
he was in here and had two glasses of 
beer and a giass of champagne and that 
settled him. He was as bad off as some 
men would be after drinking a quart of 
whisky. 

“He was so easily influenced I think he 
may have been roped in by a woman. He 
may have left town with her, or he may 
be hiding in St. Louisy’ 

The theory that a woman may have en- 
ticed young Alexander from the care of his 
uncle is supported to some extent by the 
statement of Henry Smith, clerk in a drug 
store at Tenth and O'Fallon streets. 

Smith says that Alexander came to the 
drug store frequently and bought sulphonal, 
which he said he used for insomnia. He 
was sociable and fond of looking at women, 
aithough he was never disrespectful to 
them. He was not a masher, but merely 
an enthusiastic admirer of feminine beauty. 

Smith says Alexander was in ‘the drug 
Store the day he disappeared. 

It is regarded as strange that Alexander 
should have gone to Tenth and O'Fallon 
streets to purchase drugs. 

» Bo about two miles from Hotel Nor- 
mafdie, and not on the car line that passes 
the hotel. Besides, the environment is not 


of a kind calculated to attract a man of 


Alexander’s standing. 
Mr. Brys6n does not attach any import- 


ance to the drug clerk’s statement. 


‘“‘My boy went to the O'Fallon street drug 
said Mr. Bryson. ‘He told me 
when he came home. He was 
laughing at some of the queer things he 
saw in that part of town. I don’t believe 
these women stories. My nephew was not 
the sort of man to get tangled up with a 
woman. He always lied an irreproachable 
Occasionally he drank a glass of beer, 
but he could not stand much stimulants. 

“He could not have had more than $50 
or $60 when he disappeared, and he has 
not drawn any money from the bank.” 

With the euicide theory eliminated and 
the view that there is a woman in'the cage, 
discredited by Mr. Bryson, the only hypo- 
thesis left for consideration are that young 
Alexander has met with an accident or 
has been mardered. 

Chief Campbell said Thursday: “It is a 
most mysterious affair. We are searching 
zealously for the young man, but We can't 
find a clue. I never heard till you told me 
that Alexander was supposed to be visit- 
ing a woman on Channing avenue. It Is 
possible that he may be in bad hands. We 
can’t search the houses where it is possi- 
ble he is, but I will have men in that dis- 
trict keep a lookout for news of him." 

At Alexander's home in Tennessee it fs 
believed he is the victim of a conspiracy 
He was approachable and it is thought he 
was enticed away and is being held for 
ransom.

WOUNDED WILLIAM KANE. 


Lay in Wait For Him at DeHodiamont and Shot Him 


While He Was Running to Escape.

Willlam Kane was shot and mortally 
wounded early Thursday morning on Bart- 


friend, Edward G. Jackson. 
The affair was witnessed by a dozen or 


more persons, who pronounced it a wilful 
and unprovoked murder, 

Jackson and Kane were members of local 
Plasterers’ Union No. 1. Several weeks ago 
the members of the International Plaster- 
ers’Union employed on the Brown Build- 
ing, at Twelfth and Washington avenue, 
struck. 

Kane, Jackson and almost a dozen other 
men took their places and formed local 
union No. 1. Since then there have been 
several collisions between the strikers and 
the men who took their places. 

Kane was unmarried, 21 years old, and 
boarded with Jackson at 6346 Suburban ave- 


nue. 

Thursday morning at 6:40 o’clock the two 
left home to go to work. Jackson was 
walking about ten feet in front of Kane 
when they reached 6158 Bartmer avenue. At 
that point two men stopped Jackson and 
presenting pistols at his head told him 
to throw up his hands. Jackson did so. 
The men then knocked him down and 
kicked him till he lost consciousness, 

Two other men who were on the other 
side of the street ran toward the scene of 


+ the fight with the apparent purpose of join- 


ing. in the assault on Jackson. 
cane is supposed to have recognized the 
men as strikers. 

He turned and ran. One of the men who 
had assaulted Jackson fired at Kane and 
the young plasterer dropped with a bullet 
in the back of his head. 

The two men who had assaulted Jackson 
ran west on Bartmer avenue till they 
reached an alley, where they turned north. 

Kane was taken into a houee near by and 
Dr. Eggers pronounced his wound fatal and 
sent him to the City Hospital. 

Jackson was carried to a saloon and re- 
covered consciousness in a few minutes. 

He says he did not see nor hear the 
shooting, as he was unconscious before his 
assailants turned their attention to Kane. 
He only knows that two men pointed pis- 
tols at his head, and knocked him down 


and kicked him till he way senseless, an@ 
that two other men ran across the street 
apparently to help kill him. Jackson had 
a pistol, which his assailants took away 
from him. 

He recognized the men as striking plas- 
terers, the same that assaulted him and 
Cole Swarzy, also a plasterer, on Twen- 
ty-second street, near Franklin avenue, 
last Saturday night. 

The police say Matt Brown of 424 North 
Market street and Joseph Lee of 2324 North 
Whittier street are the men who assauited 
Brown Thursday and that Brown did Ute 
shooting. 

Among the witnesses to the shooting was 
Robert Bailey, a young man who lives 
near Hillside Postoffice. He was on horte- 
back and pursued the two men, who ran 
west on Bartmer avenue nearly to Easton 
avenue. 

There one of them—the same fellow who 
shot Kane—turned and fired at Baliey, 
who dropped the pursuit, He says the 
men boarded an eastbound Easton avenue 
car that was just leaving the terminus at: 
the Suburban tracks. 

Patrolman Gibbons of the Mounted Dig- 
trict was the first policeman to arrive 
on the scene. He telephoned to Capt. Me. 
Namee. who with Patrolmen Halilaher, 
Rice, Kirk and Connors went in pursult of 
the fugitives. 

The scene of the shooting is just out- 
side the city limits, in St. Louls Counts, 
and Capt. McNamee notified the count™ .

Departing 
from this plane on my journey to Summer- 
land, would send you greetings. I am the 
Stranger who, two Sundays ago, asked for 
a reading, which unfortunately you could 
not give me. As I shall soon be with 
my toved ones, I shall do all I can on 
the spirit side to help the good cause along, 
better, perhaps, than I could have done on 
the earth plane. The medium who gave 
me, in your atead, a reading last Thursday 
night, told me I should be successful in 
my undertaking. l went there with the 
express purpose of hearing from. my: spirit 
friends, whether or not I should pasa over 
by my own hand. They said ‘Yes,’ as they 
have done for the last two years, inviting 
me to oe the dark river. Farewell. Keep 
on workin® for the uplifting of humanity. 
Leet love be your guide and companion, 
Yours, eternally in the spirit, 

. “FRED LANGSDORFF.” 

Om the next page are these words, writ- 


It shows the exhilarating effect of the drug 
on his mind: 

“Why am Iso happy? Why is everything 
S80 peaceful and serene around me? Is it 
‘because I know that soon I will be home? 
About an hour ago I took two grains of 
morphine, because this life is a burden to 
me. [I expected agonies, fear of death, etc., 
ret I am contented, knowing that soon this 
ife’s troubles are to be over. Death is not 
terrible to one who kKnowWs that there !s a 
beyond far surpassing in beauty this life. 
Beyond there is a greater unfolding of spir- 
itual powers, a greater harmony between 
the disembodied spirits than on this earth. 
Love is such a rare article on this money- 
hunting sphere that many a soul is starved 
through lack of love, not love of the flesh, 
but love spiritual and eternal.” 


Langsdorff then described the effect of 
the poison on his system and expressed re- 
tee that it had not yet killed him. Ail 
uring these reflections, which he put on 
paper, he was sitting on the grass beneath 
the tree. The entry in the little book reads 
like this: 

“Six o’clock p. m.—Four hours have 
passed since I took the poison, only a rise 
of the pulse to about 115 or 1%. Have just 
taken one more grain. ,Hope it will soon 
take effect. . 

“Night is coming on and still no sign of 
approaching death. Yet the time has not 
seemed long. Thinking about the glorious 
future, reviewing the past (less glorious), 
laying beneath the trees overlooking the 
Kaw River and surrounding sceneries, 
thinking about theegrander scene soon to 
open before my wondering eyes.” 

Then he quotes the lines of the hymn, 

‘*Lead, kindly iight.’”’ 

He then adds: 

“This little booklet I wrote Wednesday. 
Please send it to Mrs. Claiman.” 

As an afterthought he added these lines: 

“I shall, if possible, try to communicate 
with you when I am disembodied, because I 
like your spirituality as also that of a 
young girl of your community about 12 or 
i4 years of age, I think, high forehead 
slim build, sang a duet with another girl 
quite shorter than she. I have the im- 
pression that this girl. has great medium- 
istic powers.” 

The record he made of his experience on 
the second day tells of his approaching ex- 
haustion. He expected to die soon. The 
entry in the book follows: 

“Written Thursday, Sept. 8, 1898, 8 a. m. 
Yesterday afternoon 1 took, first, two grains 
uf morphine, then one grain, with the in- 
tention of parting from this life, which has 
been a failure with me as far as materia! 
things are concerned, After I had taken 
the poison (2 o'clock p. m.) until dark I 
wrote a few notes, which told of my _ feel- 
ings and aspirations for the future. When 
night, and with the night cold and dew, 
came on, I was taken with such violent 
chills that no doubt the poison would not 
take effect. Now I have taken three more 
grains of the same drug, hoping that this, 
with the warmth of the day, will have the 
desired effect, for I am determined to pass 
out of this life which has had nothing but 
disappointments for me. In a future life I 
shall not be haempered with, and chained tv, 
a body which drone me down from the 
height I would attain. I am ashamed to 

rrite more. 
gi night was a horrible night, shaking 
in every limb, together with the effects olf 
the drue taken I am well night spent. | 

“Thureday, Il’ p. m, Still on this earth, 
Io I bear a charmed life, or. what is more 
ikely, is the morphine I bought no good? 
At noon I took five more grains, Now I 
shall wait till about sundown, If. by that 
time, Iam still conscious I shall employ the 
small bottle of prussic acid that have 
with me. which will surely end this misery. 
Refore I left Kansas City I bought one 
drachm of morphine and one drachm of 
prussic acid. The latter I bought in case 
somethine should go wrong with the mor- 
phine. and it seems to come handy. The 
sun is down behind the hills. I am weak, 
not having eaten anything since yesterdays 
breakfast. But enough courage and 
atrength is left to raise the vial containing 
my deliverance to my lips. Farewell, worid 
of sorrow.”’

All day Friday he lay, too weak to move 
from the place. His sufferings must have 
been terrible, yet he was unswerving in his 
determination to die. As long as he-had 
strength he wrote his sensations. He reek- 
oned with death as coolly as he would ar- 
range the pages of a volume he was bind- 
ing at his trade. He realized his failing 
strength, and while 4t yet lasted he tells 
how he sharpened his binder’s rule with 
which he intended to open his, veins when 
all else failed to bring death. The record, 
dated Saturday, reads thus: 

“Saturday morning, 6 o’clock. Have taken 
since Wednesday noon 80 grains of mor- 
phine, 60 grains of prussic acid, nothing 
to eat, nothing to drink, except a pint of 
water Thursday morning, and still alive. 
I have slight dizziness in the head, some- 
what weak in the knees. I am now sharp- 
ening a small brass tool which I use at my 
trade as a bookbinder (in ruling paper). 
This tool is very thin and will be sharper 
than a razor after I have it sharpened. 
With this I shall open the veins of my 
arms inside the elbows. This will be sure, 
I hope. But I shall not use it unless the 
pain of hunger becomes too great. Did not 
think at first it would take so much time, 
but as I started I thought it would interest 
you to hear as close the end as possible. 

There the writing ended. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon a boy 
on his way to the river to fish found the 
lifeless body. 


GROSVENOR CN THE WAR. 


Officers Should Be Funished fcr Neg- 
lect of Sick Soldiers. 

FREEPORT, Il., Sept. 15.—The feature of 
the soldiers’ reunion to-day was the ad- 
dress of Gen. Charles H. Grosvenor, Con- 
gressman from Ohio. In reference to the 
sickness in the camps of the volunteers he 
said: 

“There were more men sick {n the spring 
and summer of 1862 in the Union Army 
than have been mustered into this service, 
including the regulars. This simply shows 
that war is war and that you cannot have 
a war in any other way. 

‘The American people will hold first, that 
suffering caused by the act of God, which 
cguld not be met by the ordinary foresight 
of man, shall not be charged up against 
opr officers, but that the suffering of sol- 
djers and the lack of care and attention to 
the 6:ck, that could have been prevented by 
the utmost activity of the representatives 
af the Government, shall be thoroughly in- 
vestigated and all the facts made known 
and those who have contributed by negli- 
gence or overt act shall receive the condem- 
nation and punishment which a crime of 
this terrible character justly demands.”’ 

In regard to the questions of policy grow- 
out out of the war. Gen. Grosvenor said: 

“The Philtppines is a problem of the grav- 
est moment. The status will be settled by 
the wisdom of the administration, the ac- 
tion of the peace commiss.on and the rat!- 
fication by the Senate or Congress, and 
do not care to foreshadow what ought to 
be done.”’

WA HURRICANE 


Possibly 40,000 Are Homeless 
in the West Indies. 


ST. THOMAS, D. W.' I, Sept. 15.—A boat 
from the Island of St. Vincent, 100 miles 
west of Barbadoes, has arrived at the Is- 
land of Grenada, and reports that St. Via- 
cent has experienced the most violent and 
destructive cyclone ever known there. 

Kingston, the capital of St. Vincent, 
totally destroyed. 

It is estimated that 300 lives have been 
lost in that island, and that 20,000 people 
are homeless. The bodies of the dead arg 
being buried in trenchee. Thousands are 
starving or being fed at the public ex- 
pense, 

The amount of property destroyed in St. 
Vincent cannot yet be estimated. Every 
small house is down, and many la:ge ones 
have been destroyed. The demolished build- 
ings include churches, stores and almost 
all the State buildings. 

Three large ships are ashore on the wind- 
ward coast, aad many smalier vessels are 


stranded, 

According to the latest reports from St, 
Lucia, the storm which broke upon the 
island Sunday night developed almost un- 
precedented violence, being accompanied by 
a tidal wave ahd tremendous rains. Nu- 
merous landslides were caused and many 
houses, bridges and cocoa estates have been

The rate of progression of 
these storms is often fifty miles an hour, 
while the winds composing the body of the 
storm occasionally reach the velocity of 
eighty miles an hour. 

During a hurricane in August, 1871, the 
observers in Florida of the United States 
army signal corps recorded a velocity of 
eighty-five miles an hour. The diameter 
of the cyclone often exceeds 1000 miles, and 
generally increases as the storm advances.

West Indies, dated Monday last, said the 
latest advices received there, late on Satur- 
day evening, indicated that a hurricane 
was approaching.

He has gathered between this 
city and Dover, Del., nearly 40 affidavits 
bearing on the murder of Mrs. J. P. Dun- 
ning and her eister, Mrs. Deane, by means 
of poisoned candy sent by mail. The re- 
quisition from Gov, Tunnell of Delaware 
for the delivery of Mrs. Botkin to Detective 
McVey of that State is accompanied by a 
warrant sworn to by John B, Pennington, 
father of the murdered women, charging 
Mrs. Botkin with the murder of Mrs. 
Deane. Besides the warrant are numerous 
affidavits from Kent County, Delaware, es- 
tablishing the murder of the two women. 
Other affidavits give in detail the circum- 
Stances of the case, nearly all of which 
have heretofore been published. 

In a sworn statement, Mr. Dunning says 
that he believes the handwriting on the en- 
Velope af the anonymous letter which 
reached his wife in July, 1897, was that of 
Mrs, Botkin.

The strength of the market to-day was a aur- 
prise even to the bulls. The opening showed a 
good Increase, but later there was a jomp of a 
cent in a very short time. Tbe rise was due to 
veveral factors, chief of which were large buying 
by shorts, small receipts, improved export demand 
and large demand for cash wheat, which latter, 
however, did pot advance proportionately with 
futures. 

Receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth to-day were 
944 cars, compared with 902 cars same date last 
year.

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“CARPENTERS QUIT WORK. 


Twelve of Them Leave the Employ of 
the Missouri Car Company. 


Twelve indignant carpenters walked 
across the bridge from Madison, Ill., Wed- 
nesday night, having quit the employ of the 
Missouri Car and Foundry Co., whose 
works are across the river. 

They claimed they were promised 8) cents 


per oar wages, and covered one car and 
sometimes two cars per day, and yet when 
settling time came for the month they al- 
lege they were only paid from $10 to $11 
each. 

J. M. Robinson, one of the carpenters, 
said: ‘‘The company advertises almost daily 
for men, when from to 40 workmen re- 
port every morning at the shops in search 
of employment. By this means the com- 
pany secures men for anything they 
choose to give, and then by a system of 
deductions whittles the promised wages 
down to less than the meanest living.’’ 

Otto Illtner said: ‘‘We were promised lit- 
tle enough to begin with, but in the final 
round-up we lost at least $1 a day of our 
wages. All of us received about 00 cents a 
day, when we thought we were making 
from 80 cents to §$1.50.’’ 

A. L. Allen and Charles Brown added 
their testimony to these statements, adding 
that on pay day the foreman could scarcely 
be found to approve the pay accounts, and 
that it always required two or three hours 
to locate him. 

The twelve carpenters had quit the com- 
pany’s service in a bunch.

NO DEMONSTRATION AS YET. 


Sheriff Has Increased His Number of 
Deputies, However, in Anticipa- 
tion of Trouble. 


PANA, Ill, Sept. 15.—Another train of 
three coaches loaded with 200 negroes from 
Alabama arrived in Pana last night to 
supplant the union white miners in the 
mines of the Pana, Springside and Penwell 
Coal Co. They were taken through the city 
at the rate of 3 miles an hour, to Spring- 
side stockades, outside the city, where they 
were unloaded. 

The union miners had been apprised of 
the coming of the blacks by scouts whom 
they had stationed at points in the south- 
ern portion of the State, but they decided 
to make no demonstration. Several hundred 
miners and others were assembled at the 


Station, however, to witness the arrival 
of the negroes, and the excitement was 
intense. 

A large force of deputies who were put 
On yesterday afternoon was on hand to 
quell — disturbances which might occur. 

The blacks will be transferred to the 
Penwell mine stockades, where they will 
be quartered and worked under guard of 
deputies. Many of them are ex-convicts 
and have had only little mining experience. 

The local miners’ union has wired Gov- 
ernor Tanner, asking that the State Mine 
Fixaminer be sent here to examine the ne- 
groes to see that the State law regarding 
two years’ experience at practical mining 
before miners can enter mines is enforced. 

The streets are filled with citizens dis- 
cussing the second importation of negroes 
and the results that will follow. Intense 
excitement reigns, They fear the negroes 
in camp, becoming more emboldened by the 
arrival of additional blacks, will commit 
depredations. 

Sheriff Coburn has a large force of depu- 
ties on duty patrolling the city, and is re- 
ported to have ordered in the “Rough Rid. 
ers” from Rosemond and Buckeye as a pre. 
caution against results that may follow 
another influx of outside miners.
